short, flashiness and flimsiness in place of du- 
rability and simplicity of decoration. 

In justice to our publishers we must add that 
there are numerous exceptions, and particularly 
that a quiet taste is still prevailing in the cloth 
bindings of standard and serious works.

LETTERING OF BOOK.TITLES. 


bY DR. HENRY A. HOMES, LIBRARIAN, NEW YORK 


STATE LIBRARY. 





[HE manner in which books should be let- | 
tered on the title-space on the back is worthy | 
of consideration, in view of the present novel 
practice of some publishers. We refer to the 
frequent use on the leather or the cloth of the | 
backs of new books of a popular character, in 
prose or poetry, of stamps on which the name | 
of the author and his book is inscribed, not in 
plain Roman lettering, but either in some of | 
the mediaeval characters which have hardly sur- 
vived the invention of printing, or in characters 
elongated or distorted in some unusual and 
fanciful form, They may be styled modern 
Gothic, old English, or they may be imitations | 
irom studies of the alphabets of Silvestre or | 
Owen Jones, but none the less they are un- 
known or unfamiliar alphabets to nearly all 
readers. Even those accustomed to the arts of | 
i\lumination and to copying such letters for il- 
ustration where needed, yet stumbling unex- 
ectedly upon a title which is not in the usual 
‘cttering, must gaze curiously for some time be- 
lore they can determine from the few letters in- 
cluded in the title, to what period the alphabet | 

juestion belongs, and whether A, B,C, D, | 
lL, ctc., may not be of a different century and 
script, and therefore a different letter, from 
ic one which they at first supposed it to be. 

merely the initial letter is distorted, it is | 
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alone sufficient often to confound the curiosity 
of the hurried inquirer. Indeed many of these 
titles can only be easily read by the inventors 
of the lettering themselves. 

We believe that the use of such lettering on 
titles of books is a mistake in judgment, and 
that the only design or object of lettering a title- 
space is lost by the present peculiar mode. 

The chief object of lettering is that the title 
of a book, while standing upon a shelf of a store 
or of a library, or lying upon its front edge upon 
a counter, among hundreds of volumes alike in 
size and color, may be readily and promptly rec- 
ognized and read. There are four parties in- 
terested in this prompt recognition by the eye : 
the bookseller and his clerks, that they may 
easily and without loss of time be able to hand 
over toa customer a book which has been in- 
quired for ; customers of all classes who hope 
to make a purchase, and who would fain glance 
rapidly over the backs of the new books, and 
learn their titles without vexatious trouble and 
delay ; then, the owner of a modern library 
which is composed, perhaps principally, of the 


| new books of the few past years, who wishes to 


pick from its shelves a particular book by its 


| name which he knows, but fails to identify, 


although he is looking steadfastly at the 
hieroglyphics which fail to designate it to his 
mind ; and lastly, the publisher himself should 
be deeply interested, as the amountof his sales 
of books lettered as described must be per- 
ceptibly diminished, in consequence of the 


| difficulty purchasers experience in deciphering 


their titles. A purchaser who has stopped into 
a store for a few moments hoping to secure 
some book from the counter before the de- 


| parture of the next train for his suburban 


village, repelled from nine books, whose titles 
did not explain themselves to his rapid glances, 
and would compel him to spend three or four 


| times as many minutes as he could spare to 


find out their titles, in despair purchases 
the tenth whose title he could read, or perhaps 
leaves the store without consummating a pur- 
chase. He cannot afford the time to study out 
with deliberation the titles of the nine printed 
in medieval, antiquated or ornamental forms, 


| and so the undesired book with the easily read- 


able title stands the best chance of being picked 


| up and carried off. 


The defence of this style of lettering is that 


| it is a tasteful refinement of art, and a beautiful 


method of ornamentation. But the motive de- 
rived from the principle of the love of beauty 
should not be allowed to exert such an influ- 
ence as to tempt us to make obscure and 
illegible that which, on account of its purpose, 
it is essential should be clear and easy to read. 

The earlier and later book-binders, whose 
marvels of tooling are the admiration of the 
world in the matter of lettering, did not modify 
the usual form of letters. In treatises upon 
book-binding, where lettering and ornamenta- 
tion are spoken of, not a single word is to be 
found about ornamenting the letters themselves. 
If we look over the letters inscribed upon the 
parchment backs of books from one to three 
hundred years old, or printed upon them in 
gold, we shall find that they conform to the usual 
alphabet of the day. This modern custom of 
fancy-lettering is notan inve tien of publishers, 
but has been inconsiderately accepted by them 
from artists and engravers whom they have re- 
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quested to furnish embellishments for the backs 
of books, and who, under the guise of doing so, 
have ventured to remodel and shape the letter- 
ing itself, which should be left simple and dis- 
tinct. We are not here objecting to an amount 
of ornamentation on the back of a book, which 
shall hide its surface if it is so desired ; we de- 
sire only that in the midst of it upon the title- 
space, the lettering should be in the usual and 
current form of Roman capitals. Similar 
thoughts like these must have controlled the 
action of many publishers, whose titles, with 
whatever brilliancy of ornamentation they may 
be surrounded, are not allowed to take any shape 
but that of these same Roman'capitals; but as the 
contrary custom has been indulged in by others 
for many years consecutively, we have ventured 
to write these lines, both in their interest, as we 
hope, and in the interest of their readers. 


BINDINGS FOR A PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


BY F. P. HATHAWAY, FOREMAN BOSTON PUBLIC 


LIBRARY BINDERY. 
From the Library Fournal. 


“ THE most serviceable materials for bindings 
in a public library, as shown by some years of 
practical experience, with ample opportunity 
for experiment, are calf parchment, goat 
morocco, levant, and linen buckram. The 
time is not perhaps far distant when a buckram 
will be made that will take the lead of all, for 
durability and rough service. 

‘“‘ Parchment has outlasted all the others, and 
survived even the glues or cements worked 
with it. One reason why it is not more used 
may be the difficulty in working it, owing to its 
elasticity when damp ; but it can be used with- 
out trouble or danger of cracking, if properly 
lined, and by substituting a grooved or open, 
for a tight, joint, and in this way we can still 
have the volume flexible and solid. 

‘*Morocco and levant, only when of the dest 
quality and manufacture, are fit for public 
library work. There is a difference in their 
durability on account of color. Olives and the 
lighter shades of brown are best; then come 
cochineal, red, light blue and green, medium 
and dark green or black. This last color is 
most used, because it generally costs less ; but 
it often happens that the skin has been first dyed 
another color with poor success, before it is 
finally run into a dark green, and it can receive 
no benefit, but rather some harm, from the suc- 
cessive processes. 

“‘ Buckram can be used to advantage where 
there are no raised bands, and for rough usage 
it surpasses all materials. The only trouble 
found in its use is in the prejudice that ‘ there is 
nothing like leather.’ There may be difficulty 
in getting itto stick ; but this fault can be over- 
come by removing the glossy size from the cal- 
endered surface with sponge and water. It 
takes a finish in gold as well as morocco does. 
That there is a difference in strength and dura- 
bility on account of color, there is no room for 
doubt. Of the five colors I have been able to 
get, flax-color, brown and red are best; green 
and blue poorest. If a buckram could be had 
with as little size as possible, and with the sur- 
face not at all, or but slightly, calendered, it 
would be every way preferable to leather, and 
cost much less. 

“Every volume larger than a 16¢ should be 
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sewed upon not less than three bands. each 
made of at least a four-ply soft flax twine. Each 
fold of more than two leaves should be seweq 
‘all along’ the edge of the fold, regulating the 
size of the thread used so that a proper swelling 
may be had to form the round in the back. The 
failure to be thus thorough in the sewing is 4 
most common fault in ordinary binding, and one 
fatal to its durability and strength. 

“Of the thousands of volumes that yearly 
come under my hands for rebinding, less than 
ten per cent. are sewed the full length of each 
signature. I find generally two folds—often 
three, and sometimes four—sewed on with one 
crossing of the thread, while the percentage of 
volumes with folds so thin as to require sewing 
only two folds on, is very, very small. Volumes 
that have been sewed ‘all along’ with good 
thread, though the leather be entirely gone, can 
very often be rebacked, lined, and covered, and 
made as good as new, without taking apart. 

“Each band (without thinning by scraping) 
should be laced into the boards, first cutting a 
groove for each band from the edge of the board 
to the first lacing-hole, thereby retaining for the 
bands their full strength, and preventing their 
showing through the leather or being cut off in 
‘knocking down,’ or the pounding process, | 
rarely find a volume which has more than two 
bands on a side laced into the board, and often 
one or both of these have been cut off in ‘ knock- 
ing down ;’ and this is why so many open-back 
books come out of their covers, while the cover 
is good and the volume yet firm. 

‘Every volume should have, according to its 
thickness one or more linings of strong ‘ super,’ 
or gauze, put directly upon the paper. Tight, 
flexible backs, where the volume is of good 
paper, if properly made, are most durable and 
satisfactory ; but for our ordinary American 
publications an open back will last longer. 

“Good morocco should have a uniform firm- 
ness of grain, not soft and spongy, or too harsh 
to the touch, with the feeling of being burnt. 
The boards should be square, with a solid feel- 
ing, and not light for their thickness. On the 
inside of the cover, the bands that have been 
laced in can generally be counted, and they 
should be more than two in number. Some 
judgment of the sewing can be formed from 
the firmness of the leaves and from the 
round of the back. The back of the folds 
should not show a wrinkle. There should be 
no cracking, even when the volume is opened 
for the first time. Such cracking often denotes 
too thick or chilled glue. The covers should 
shut heavily of their own weight. The book 
should stand firm and be well closed, whether 
placed on foot, head, or front. Parchment 
corners are better than leather, because they are 
stiffer and stand a fall better, and they do not 
rub when the book is placed on, or removed 
from, the shelf. 

‘*Some imitations of morocco are so 
wrought that, when they are well worked upon 
the volume, a thorough knowledge ol leather 
is necessary to detect them. Such imitations 
are preferable to real morocco, when the genu- 
ine article has been ‘burnt’ in the coloring 
process. 

“It is false economy not to guard thick or 
double plates with a strong cloth, and not to 
mount most folding maps and plans upon at 
least a thin cambric. It takes but little time 
when the volume is first being bound. 
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FALL TRADE SALE. 


Tue third day opened with a large number of 
bidders present.

How can lectures, readings and public libraries 
be made more useful ? What ought to be the 
Office of the press as regards literary criticism ? 
4. Literature considered as an art. 


LISBON. 

We learn from a correspondent to the Lon- 
don Athenzum that Senhor Julio Lermina, a 
writer of distinction, and Secretary-in-Chief of 
the International Literary Congress, which 
opens its sessions in Lisbon on the 2oth of 
September, has sent a large number of letters 
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of invitation to Portuguese writers and journal- 
ists. The sessions of the Congress are held in 
the library of the Academy of Sciences, a vast 
and magnificent hall, well adapted for the pur- 
pose. Not only Lisbon writers and journalists 
have been invited, but others from all parts of 
Portugal. The delegate named by the French 
government is M. Mario Prath, the author of 
“Les Vagabonds.” The Portuguese authori- 
ties are busy with preparations, and will show 
every attention to the foreign and native mem- 
bers of the Congress, and it is said the king 
will give a court fé¢e in their honor. Senhor 
Mendez Leal, Portuguese Minister in Paris, 
who is now in Lisbon, and Silva Tullio, Direc- 
tor of the Public Library, will take a leading 
and official part in organizing the proceedings.
